‘Action Follows House 


Committee’s Plan 
To Halve Levy

ASHINGTON, Nov. 24. 

—The fight of the or- 
ganized automotive interests 
of the country for absolute 
repeal of the 3 per cent. sales 
tax will be waged on the floor 
of the House at the forthcom- 
ing session of Congress next 
month and possibly later in 
the Senate when the adminis- 
tration’s new revenue bill 
reaches the upper chamber of 
the national legislature, it was 
indicated today. 
_ This action was decided upon by 
friends of the automotive industry, 
following the decision by the House 
Ways and Means Committee, by a 
vote of 12 to 11, to reduce the tax 
from 3 to 144 per cent 

The fight on the floor of the 
House will be sponsored by Repre- 
|sentatives Clarence J. McLeod of 
| Detroit, James C. McLaughlin of 
| Muskegon, a member of the House 
committee, and Grant M. Hudson 
of East Lansing. 

Senator James Couzens of De- 
troit is expected to marshal the 
forces in the Senate who are 
friendly to the automobile inter- 
ests in the event that the House 
votes for an excise tax of 1's per 
cent., a 50 per cent. reduction 
from the present levy. 

The closeness of the vote in the 
House committee was accepted

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BUREAU REPORTS 
FOREIGN TREND 


Dispatches Cover Wide 
Range of Activity 
Abroad 


ASHINGTON, Nov, 24. 

—Interesting accounts 
of automotive doings abroad 
are contained in the following 
dispatches that have just been 
released by the Automotive 
Division of the Bureau of 
Foreign and Domestic Com- 
merce of the Department of 


Commerce. 

These items, covering events in 
various countries, serve as a barom- 
eter of the automotive trend in the 
export field. 

BRAZIL 


Rio de Janeiro—Announcement 
has been made by the Automobile 
Club of Brazil that those desirous 
of obtaining space in the Exposition 
Building for the coming automobile 
exposition to be held in Rio de 
Janeiro from May 3 to 13, 1928, 
must make the first payment by 
November 30, 1927, the remaining 
installments being due on January | 
31 and April 15, 1928. The commit- 
tee in charge is planning to hold 
races, gasoline consumption tests, | 
&c., as well as motorboat races in| 
the bay. Among the different classes 
of products included in the exhibi- 
tion are automobiles, motorboats, 
aeroplanes, road materials, motors 
and accessories, and all products re- 
lated to the automotive industry, as 
well as bicycles and motorcycles. 

CANADA 


Montreal—Motor vehicles regis- 
tered in the province of Quebec this | 
year totalled 121,743, as compared | 
with 107,994 in 1926. The 1927 fig- 
ures include 104,627 passenger cars 
and 17,116 trucks. 

The minister of highways of the 
province of Ontario reports that 
425,000 drivers’ licenses have been 
issued by the department since the 
plan of acquiring such licenses was 
inagurated on July 1 of this year. 
This number, together with 60,000 
chauffeurs’ licenses, indicates a 
total of nearly 500,000 drivers in 











Chevrolet Opens $625,000 Parts 


And Service Warehouse in Flint 





Detroit, Nov. 24.—The Chevrolet 
Motor Company announces the 
opening of a new $625,000 parts 
and service building in Flint, Mich. 
This structure marks the comple- 
tion of a $2,000,000 parts and ser- 
vice program extending over the 
last year and a half and involving, 
in addition, the construction of 
four major supply depots and a 
complete reorganization of those 
at Oakland and Tarrytown. 
_ The new Flint building is a three- 
story steel and concrete structure 
with a total of 225,000 square feet 
of floor space. Railroad docks for 
twelve freight cars have been pro- 
vided to expedite shipping. 

The new warehouse is one of the 
finest in the industry and has the 
most modern conveyors and the 


latest equipment for handling parts. 
It becomes the central Chevrolet 
-warehouse. More than $2,000,000 
worth of parts will be kept on hand 
at all times, it is announced. 

The plant is also equipped to han- 
dle the vast export business now 
being done by Chevrolet. Ship- 
ments leave the plant daily for 
Chevrolet foreign plants and repre- 
sentatives in all quarters. of the 
world. 

Since the first of the year, Chev- 
rolet has also established complete 
warehousing operations at Des 
Moines, Memphis and Kansas City, 
with a new warehouse to be com- 
pleted in Los Angeles next February 
1. The four major supply depots 
built in the last year and a half are 
at Janesville, Wis.; St. Louis, Mo.; 
Norwood, O., and Buffalo, N. Y.

CHINA 

Shanghai—August imports of au- 
tomotive vehicles into Shanghai 
numbered 112 passenger cars, seven 
trucks and eight motorcycles. Of 
this total the United States supplied 
seventy-eight passenger cars and 
the seven trucks, while the motor- 
cycles were all imported from the 
United Kingdom. Motor car sales 
reached a very low ebb in Septem- 
ber, with little prospect for imme- 
diate improvement. Some dealers 
ordered emergency deliveries of cars 
from the United States, hoping to 
get them in before the new 30 per 
cent tariff scheduled for September 
1 went into effect. However, the 
tariff did not go into effect and 
more cars than immediate prospects 
warranted were ordered, resulting in 
excess stockts of what are anticipated 
will be required to meet local de- 
mand during the next three months. 


ITALY 


Rome—The Turin automobile in- 
dustry is reported as working only 
30 per cent. capacity. Fiat daily 
production believed to be fifty cars 
and large losses probably sustained 
in attempting to hold export trade.

IN GREAT BRITAIN 


Rapid Development of 
Motor Lines 
Marked 


ASHINGTON, Nov. 24.—In no 

other country, except perhaps 
the United States, has motor bus 
development proceeded more rap- 
idly and reached a higher state of 
efficiency than in Great Britain, 
according to W. M. Park, United 
States trade commissioner at Lon- 
don, in a report to the Bureau of 
Foreign and Domestic Commerce 
of the United States Department 
of Commerce. 

England, he says, is rightly called 
the birthplace of the motor bus. As 
long ago as 1904 the first motor bus 
was licensed by Scotland Yard for | 
operation on the streets of London. 
® Today in London and all principal 
cities and towns throughout Great 
Britain motor buses are operated 
between principal centers and on all 
main thoroughfares within the city 
limits. In addition, cities and towns 
are connected by motor bus service 
to an extent not found elsewhere. | 
These facilities are being extended 
so rapidly that it Is now pres‘ble to 
travel the length and breadth of 
Great Britain without using other 
means of transportation. 

The latest figures reveal a total 
of approximately 30,000 buses of all 
types registered throughout the 
country, Commissioner Park reports. 
These figures are exclusive of motor 
coaches, char-a-bancs or other types 
of public conveyance vehicles. Uni- 
versally good roads, nearness of one 
thickly populated urban district to} 
another and all within a compara- | 
tively compact area have been im- | 
portant contributory factors to this | 
development, the commissioner ex- | 
plains. Other factors are the eco- 
nomical fares and the excellence 
and comfort of the rolling stock 
equipment. 

Buses now in use are of infinite | 
variety and seating capacity, but in | 
general the following distinctions | 
may be made: The type widely used | 
in London, Birmingham, Manches- 
ter, Glasgow and other large cities | 
are the double-deck buses, similar | 
to those in use in New York, with a | 
seating capacity for about fifty per- | 
sons. These buses have entrance | 
and exit at the rear only and stairs | 
at the rear leading to the upper | 
deck. A four-wheeled chassis, with 
solid tires, is used on such types. In 
smaller towns and certain of the 
large cities, also for country service, 
covered single-deck buses, with seat- 
ing capacity for thirty-two to fofty 
persons, are the rule. These buses 
may have only one exit, either front 
or rear, or both front and rear doors, 
depending on the regulations of the 
local government authority, which 
has the right to specify the require- 
ments for its particular district. 
Four-wheel chassis on pneumatic 
tires are used mainly for these 
types.
